D'fl-rJNISAT  ION  AMD  VACCINATION 
Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Gough 

Immunisation  of  ohildron  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
is  carried  out  under  arrangements  made  by  the  Wiltshire  County 
Council,  as  Local  Health  Authority  under  Part  III  of  the  National 
Health  Sorvico  Act,  1946.  Immunisation  is  carried  out  at  maternity 
and  child  welfare  clinics,  at  school  clinics  and  at  primary  and 
secondary  schools,  by  Medical  Officers  of  tho  County  Council,  and, 
in  addition,  general  nodical  practitioners  in  tho  City  immunise  a 
large  number  of  children  under  arrangements  made  privately  with  their 
parents. 

In  my  opinion,  the  scheme  prepared  by  tho  Wiltshire  County 
Council  for  immunising  children  against  whooping  cough,  in  addition 
to  diphtheria,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1956  is 
a  very  considerable  advance  in  tho  preventive  medical  services  in  tho 
City.  Although  whooping  cough  is  not  a  cause  of  serious  mortality 
among  children,  its  after  effects  froquontly  load  to  a  prolonged  period 
of  ill-health.

Vaccination  with  B.C.G. 


A  certain  number  of  children  who  have  been  exposed  to  a  risk  of 
infection  with  tuberculosis  roceivc  B.C.G.  vaccination,  under  arrange¬ 
ments  made  by  the  Wiltshire  County  Council,  at  the  Chest  Clinic, 
Salisbury  General  Hospital.  Tho  number  of  children  living  in 
Salisbury  who  received  this  treatment  during  1956  was  50. 

In  addition,  tho  County  Council,  as  Local  Health  Authority,  put 
into  force  during  1955  a  scheme  under  which  children  nearing  school 
leaving  age  should,  where  advisable,  and  subject  to  their  parents* 
consent,  be  vaccinated  against  tuberculosis  with  B.C.G.  at  schools  and 
school  clinics. 

Before  children  are  vaccinated,  a  simple  skin  tost,  called  the 
Heaf  test,  is  carried  out;  this  shows  whether  or  not  a  child  will 
benefit  by  vaccination.  The  Iieaf  tost  is  repeated  six  to  eight  weeks 
after  vaccination,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  it  has  "taken";  if 
not,  tho  vaccination  is  repeated,  and  a  further  Heaf  test  carried  out 
after  the  appropriate  interval. 

Tho  following  are  tho  figures  for  this  work  in  tho  City  during 

1956:-

This  scheme  must  be  considered  as  a  marked  advance  in  tho  cam¬ 
paign  against  tuberculosis  in  tho  City,  as  adolescents  are  particu¬ 
larly  prone  to  develop  tho  disease.  Any  stops  which  can  bo  taken 
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to  reduce  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  must  be  of  considerable 
interest  and  importance  to  a  local  housing  authority,  such  as  the  City 
Council,  which  is  called  on  to  spend  large  suns  annually  on  the  re¬ 
housing  of  tuberculous  persons  and  their  families. 

PREVALENCE  AMD  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

Homos  are  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  when  necessary  upon  receipt  of  notifications  of 
infectious  disease  and  enquiries  are  made  regarding  contacts  and  the 
possible  source  of  infoction. 

Bedding  is  removed  for  disinfection  when  necessary,  and  disin¬ 
fectants  arc  supplied  to  householders  where  infectious  disease  occurs, 
with  instructions  given  for  it 3  use,

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The  total  number  of  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  notified 
during  1956,  was  11  fewer  than  the  corresponding  figure  for  1955. 

This  reduction  in  the  number  of  new  cases  notified  my  be  partly  attri¬ 
buted  to  tho  fact  that  tho  City  wa3  not  visited  during  the  year  by  a 
Mass  Radiography  Unit. 

REMOVAL  TO  SUITABLE  PREMISES  OF  PERSONS  IN  NEED  OF  CARE 

AND  ATTENTION 

During  1956,  two  elderly  women  wore  removed  to  suitable  premises 
under  Orders  made  by  a  Magistrate  under  tho  National  Assistance 
(Amendment)  Act,  1951.  The  first  case  was  removed  to  Meyrick  Close 
on  tho  7th  January,  1956,  and.  the  second  case  to  Fordingbridgo 
Infirmary  on  the  13th  July,  1956.  In  two  other  cases,  tho  first  being 
an  elderly  man  living  alono  in  a  house  and  tho  second  an  aged  woman  who 
had  received  accidental  burns  at  homo,  regarding  whom  such  action  might 
have  become  advisable,  it  was  possible  to  persuade  tho  two  persons  con¬ 
cerned  to  enter  hospital  voluntarily. 

Several  other  cases  wore  investigated  during  the  year  in  which, 
however,  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  official  action,  the  family 
doctors  assuming  responsibility. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

No  restrictions  were  imposed  during  the  yoar  by  reason  of  laok 
of  water  at  source,  but  the  plant  was  running  very  noar  to  capacity. 

Tho  supply  is  derived  from  two  wells,  and  samples  are  taken  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  before  and  after  chlorination  at  both  punping 
stations  each  week,  or  more  often  if  necessary.  Non-faecal  coliforn 
organisms  were  found  in  small  numbers  before  chlorination  in  two  samples 
from  one  well,  and  in  seven  samples  from  the  other  woll. 

Samples  taken  from  both  wells  after  chlorination  were  found  to  be 
free  from  evidence  of  pollution. 

Nine  samples  wore  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  during  the 
yoar  from  ten  private  wolls  supplying  dairies  and  othor  industrial 
promises  in  the  City.  Of  these,  6  showed  no  ovidonce  of  pollution  and 
3  showed  a  very  small  degroo  of  pollution  with  non-faecal  coliform 
organisms.

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SEWAGE  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  greater  part  of  the  sewage  from  the  City  is  dealt  with  at  the 
Corporation  sewage  works,  the  offluont  and  storn  overflow  boing  dis¬ 
charged  into  the  River  Avon.  Those  works  are  frequently  overloaded, 
the  main  reason  for  this  boing  that  although  they  have  been  enlarged 
from  time  to  time,  they  were  originally  constructed  to  deal  with  a  much 
smaller  volumo  of  sewage  than  that  which  now  reaches  them.  They  can 
only  give  full  treatment  without  dotorioration  in  offluont  quality  to 
2.33  times  the  dry  weather  flow.  Flows  between  2.33  times  and  4*05 
times  the  dry  weather  flow  are  passed  to  the  storn  filter,  and  all  flow 
in  excess  of  the  latter  figure  is  screened  and  passed  direct  to  the 
river. 


Sewage  which  is  not  passed  to  the  works  is  treated  at  a  sewage 
farm  at  Bomerton,  on  the  outskirts  of  the  City.  This  farm,  which  is 
vory  efficiently  managed,  and  gives  no  grounds  for  complaint,  is  however, 
not  sufficiently  large  to  easily  accept  the  loading  applied  to  it. 

In  view  of  tho3o  facts,  it  is  advisable  that  both  tho  sewage  works 
and  the  sewage  farm  should  be  replaced  at  the  earliest  opportunity  by  a 
larger  modern  works  in  a  more  suitable  location,  and  it  is  understood 
that  detailed  plans  are  under  discussion  botwoen  tho  Ministry  and  the 
City  Engineer. 

Refuse  collection  is  dealt  with  by  freighter  type  vehicles,  which 
deliver  to  a  controlled  tip. 

HOUSING  AND  SLUM  CLEARANCE 


The  work  of  tho  Public  Health  Department  in  connection  with  housing 
has  not  materially  changed,  and  a  largo  number  of  applications  for  Council 
houses  were  investigated  during  the  year.  The  usual  reasons  for  such 
investigations  were  tho  presence  of  illness  in  tho  family  concernod,  due 
to  unhealthy  accommodation,  or  else  that  overcrowding  was  occurring. 

High  priority  for  re-housing  ms  givon  to  cases  of  pulmonary  .tuber¬ 
culosis,  and  the  usual  close  co-operation  betwoon  the  Chest  Physician  of 
tho  Salisbury  District  Hospital  Group  and  myself  in  this  matter  was 
maintained . 

Slum  clearance  has  continued  during  the  year;  tho  figures  for  this 
are  given  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Although  tho  slum  problem  in  Salisbury  is  fortunately  small  conparod  with 
that  of  many  other  towns  of  the  sane  size,  tho  usual  difficulties  in  slum 
cloaranco  are  frequently  encountered .  Those  difficulties  arise  from 
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mny  causes,  and  particularly  from  tho  fact  that  tho  fan! lies  to  bo  re¬ 
housed.  from  clearance  aroas  ofton  consist  mainly  of  older ly  people,  for 
whom  old  persons  bungalows  are  tho  most  suitable  accomodation.  In  my 
view,  an  increase  in  tho  provision  of  old  persons  bungalows,  or,  in 
suitable  localities,  of  flats,  is  at  present  one  of  the  most  urgent 
housing  needs  in  the  City.  Such  an  increase  would  not  only  facilitate 
slum  clearance,  but  might  also  sot  froo  a  certain  nunbor  of  under- 
occupied  Council  houses  for  tho  use  of  young  married  couplos  with 
families.

258  (compared  with  230)  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 
50  preliminary  notices  and  12  statutory  notices  wore  served;  54  pre¬ 
liminary  notices  and  14  statutory  notices  (including  thoso  outstanding 
from  1955)  had.  been  complied  with  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  further  156  visits  wore  made  in  respect  of  unsound  food  and  78 
for  infectious  disease  and  food  poisoning. 

In  1956  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  became  operative  and  although 
a  similar  number  of  visits  were  made  to  food  preparing  premises  as  in 
tho  previous  year,  progress  in  impline nting  the  Regulations  ha.3  been 
much  slower  than  wo  should  like,  dun  to  the  additional  premises  requir¬ 
ing  inspection  (schools,  church  halls,  clubs,  etc.)  and  the  time 
occupied  on  neat  inspection  at  the  abattoir.  Other  work  in  relation 
to  shops  and  offices  has  to  be  severely  curtailed  and  the  appointment 
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of  an  additional  inspector  would  enable  the  dopartnent  to  deal  nor a 
adequately  with  the  multifarious  duties  imposed  upon  it.  Details  of 
work  resulting  from  advice  given  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  will 
bo  found  on  pages 16  and  17. 

All  plans  recoived  in  the  City  Engineer' 3  Department  rolating  to 
the  construction  or  replanning  of  shops,  warehouses,  factories,  cafes 
and  other  premises  with  which  the  Public  Health  Department  is  concerned, 
are  sont  down  for  perusal  and  our  requirements  under  the  relevant 
statutes  noted. 

Rag  Flock  and  other  Filling  Materials  Act.  1951 

This  Act  places  a  duty  on  the  local  authority  to  secure  the 
inspection  of  premises  registered  or  licensed  by  then,  and  to  enforce 
the  law  with  a  view  to  securing  the  uso  of  cloan  filling  materials. 
"Registered”  promises  are  those  which  uso  fillings  in  the  upholstery  of 
now  furniture,  bedding,  toys,  baby  carriages  and  other  articles? 
"licensed"  premises  are  those  where  rag  flock  is  manufactured  or  stored 
for  delivery  to  registered  premises. 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Public  Health  Inspectors  are,  by 
virtue  of  their  appointments,  "authorised  officers"  under  the  Act. 

All  the  materials  used  in  the  upholstery  trade  in  the  City  come 
from  sources  where  the  British  Standard  Specifications  are  complied  with 
and  a  certificate  issued  with  tho  materials  to  this  effect.  Those  pro¬ 
ducts  are  sampled  regularly  at  tho  source,  thus  avoiding  tho  necessity 
and  expense  of  sampling  within  tho  City. 

Shops  Act.  1950 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  also  Shops  Act  Inspectors  and 
investigate  tho  hours  worked  by  young  persons,  the  enforcement  of  the 
early  closing  hours,  meal  times,  etc.,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Hoalth  Act  which  includes  ventilation,  temperature  and  the  provision 
of  sanitary  conveniences.  60  inspections  were  made  of  various  types  of

The  Market  Place 

Inspections  of  tho  Market  Stalls  aro  made  v/ith  a  view  to  observ¬ 
ing  the  sale  of  unsound  food  and  also  compliance  with  the  Moat 
Regulations,  Food  Handling  Byelaws  and  tho  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
which  became  operative  on  the  first  of  January.  Tho  min  points  in 
tho  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  relating  to  stalls  arc:  the  prevention  of 
contamination  by  keeping  open  food  off  tho  ground,  prohibiting  the  use 
of  unclean  wrapping  paper  and  nows pa par  in  contact  with  food:  keeping 
stalls  clean  and  in  good  repair:  scroening  meat  and  fish  stalls  and 
the  provision  of  hand  washing  facilities  at  stalls  selling  open  food  for 
immed iat e  c  onsunpt ion . 

Offensive  Trades 

There  is  only  one  such  trade  carried  on  within  tho  City,  viz: 
a  marine  store.  Tho  promises  are  regularly  inspected  and  are  generally 
kept  clean,  tidy,  and  free  from  vermin. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

86  inspections  of  the  126  caravans  within  tho  City  proved  con¬ 
ditions  to  bo  generally  satisfactory. 


Food  Promises 

There  wore  26  butchers*  shops,  15  bakehouses,  7  fried  fish  shops, 
6  wet  fish  shops,  85  restaurant  kitchens  (35  of  these  being  licensed 
premises  supplying  meals  or  snacks)  one  bacon  and  one  fish  curing 
establishment,  1  ice  cream  manufacturer  and  127  dealers  on  the  register 
at  tho  end  of  the  year.  16  school  kitchens  wore  also  inspected  under 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  and  recommendations  made  for  their 
improvement  where  necessary. 

44  ice  cream  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  compared  with  21  Last  year  and  27  (61.36%)  were  satisfactory. 

The  low  percontago  of  satisfactory  samples  -is  duo  to  a  series  of  poor 
results  from  one  manufacturer-retailor  over  a  period  of  several  weoks, 

12  out  of  17  samples  failing  the  prescribed  tost.  /if ter  consultations 

with  tho  inspector  to  the  looal  authority  concerned  the  trouble  was 
eventually  rectified. 
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The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  became  operative  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year.  Not  all  food-preparing  promiso3  and  possibly  half  the  food 
shops  have  been  inspected  with  a  viow  to  compliance  with  the  Regulations, 
owing  to  the  roasons  given  on  pago  No  organised  courses  of  lectures 

on  the  hygienic  handling  of  food  were  hold  during  the  year,  but  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  did  their  utmost,  with  the  time  on  district  work  avail¬ 
able,  to  make  froquent  visits  to  food-proparing  promises  under  the  above 
Regulations  and  the  Council’s  Byelaws  with  respect  to  the  handling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food.  Every  opportunity  is  taken  of  teaching 
food  handlers  the  necessity  of  hygienic  practices  and  in  many  businesses 
improvements  have  boon  effected  in  equipment  and  promises. 

A  total  of  501  (comparod  with  495  in  1955)  inspections  (with  46 
additional  visits)  of  these  and  other  food  premises  wore  made  during  the 
year,  the  following  table  showing  the  variety  of  such  premises  visited

116  complaints  of  rats  or  nice  were  received  and  together  with 
surveys  undertaken  on  adjoining  properties  a  total  of  1,302  inspections

tips,  and  a  twico  yearly  treatment  of  tile  City’s  sowers.

The  regular  hours  of  slaughter  at  tho  abattoir  aro  7  a.n.  to 
5  p.m.  and  Mr .  P.  Brad wo 11  is  pornianontly  employed  there  as  Moat 
Inspector.  Two  of  tho  District  Inspectors  work  also  for  the  greater 
part  of  tho  day  in  alternate  weeks,  and  also  work  at  woekonds ^whon 
emergency  slaughter  is  unavoidable.  This  arrangement  is  satisfactory 
for  efficient  meat  inspection  but  seriously  interrupts  tho  work  of  tho 
District  Inspectors,  as  noted  on  page  13. 

Tho  number  of  animals  handled  (34>  131)  was  higher  than  in  1955 
(29,562).  Little  change  was  found  in  tho  incidence  of  tuberculosis: 
8.6$  in  995  cows  (compared  with  7.9$  in  1,257  cows  for  tho  previous 
year)  and  2.1$  in  10,249  pigs  compared  with  1.8$  in  12,554  Pigs  in  1955. 
Tuberculosis  has  always  been  tho  most  common  disease  in  cattle  and  pigs 
and  figures  are  given  separately  for  this  disease. 

Whenever  a  number  of  animals  from  tho  same  farm  are  found  to  be 
affected  with  tuberculosis  tho  facts  are  reported  to  tho  Animal  Health 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  with  a  view 
to  tho  investigation  of  conditions  at  the  farm,  thereby  helping  to 
check  tho  spread  of  tho  disease.
